GOLD OUTPUT OF BOHEMIA -
WILL ASTONISH OREGONIANS

“Boheminia district will astonish the
people of Oregon this year in fts pro-
duction of gold, lead and silver,” sald
(. B. Hengen, of the Oregon Becuri-
tles Company, of New York, lo the
Tolegram, Last year's installation of
plants and mifing Improvements was
the beginning, and this senson will
witness, besides the erection of addi-

| tional plants, the crushing, mining and

trenting of thousands of tons of ore.

“There are i score of new properties
that will erect mills or suitable means
of handling the vast bodles of ore that
have been encountered. I am nform-

ed that plants will be erected on the
Riverslde, Oregon Colorado, North
Falrview, L& Roy, Great Eastern and
Star consolidated this year, and the
nest little plant of the Crystal will be-
gin dropping stamps as soon ar the
spring opens,

“F. J. Hard, who owns several
promising properties in the district, is
now in Boston, and has succeeded in
Intereating capltal sufficient to enable
him to erect mills on the properties
owned by him, and George W. Lloyd
has been equally successful, with the
result that Hohemia will present a
very lively appearance thls year.

“As to the Oregon Becurities Com-
pany, I may say that we have all the
capital on hand that is necessary for
the work we have projected, both In
the mine and for the rallroad, Our
g tunnel, which Is the largest in the
state, will be completed inside of four
monthe, It s now driven a distance
of 300 feet into the Champion moun-
taln, through which it will be run to
make connection with Music mine, al-
lowing the ore to be hauled by electric
tramway from that old producer to
the pnew mill  erected In Champlon
Basin.

“Running this tunnel will cost be-
tween §12,000 and §156,000, but by so
dolng we wlll crosscut two velns of
ore already known as producers. The
first one is the Excelslor, which we
will cut at a distance of 160 feet from
where we now are, and the second,

known as the champlon, which

jhas had mush ope teken feam WL will

be reached at a distance of 350 feet
from where we now are,

“The tunnel when completed will be
over 1500 feet long, and will be large
enough for a rallway train o pass
through., When we  encounter the
Champlon ledge It is our Intention to

follow that wveln the entire distance

through the mountain, thereby secur-
Ing are for milling purposes.

“Of course as soon as the tunnel
Is completed plenty of ore can be ob-
tained from the Music mine, but unti)
that time we will use the ore from the
Champ:on mine to supply the mill.

“Within the next 10 days we will
have In operation three large air com-
pressors and Leyner drills, which will
make at least ten feet per day In the
tunnel.

“As woon as the wnow clears we will
begin getting the rond In shape from
the Music mine, the ralls being already
on the ground. The electric plant is
all completed, and only a few finish-
Ing touches are to be put on the mill.
All connections lor electricity have
been installed, and we only awalt the
settling of the wenther,

“The rallroad will be completed In
a few weeks to the warchouse where
the electric plant |s situated. It Is
our Intentilon to put In an electrie car
Itne from there to the mill, which will

be completed this summer. The dis-
tance s about five miles,
“Personally 1 favor changing

the mining laws & that companles
composed of eawtirn people who are
opernting In Or:gon could Incorporate
under the laws of this state. As the
laws are now a majority of the di-
rectors must live here to be allowed
to Incorporate under the staututes of
Oregon. Then of course you have the
corporation llcense, which Is keeping
mining capital out of the state, for
eastern men will not pay the state for
the privilege of taking a chance In
mining. The mining laws of Oregon
are very defective, and the mining
men should see to It that a change
was made. Not only should those In-
terested In the mining Industry be In
favor of the change, but every busi-
ness man in the state, for there |s not
one of Oregon's industries that s
bringing so much outside capital into
the state as mining and none more
worthy of investigation.
